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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The Information Disclosure Statement filed on 30 June 2003 (Paper Number 33) 
has been received and the listed prior art has been reviewed to the farthest extent 
practicable. It is noted that after a diligent search the Examiner was unable to obtain all 
of the items of prior art listed in the Form PTO-1449 (10 pages). Although a number of 
missing items were located in copending applications filed by the Applicant, several 
remaining items could not be located. The Applicant is invited to submit said items that 
have been lined out in said PTO-1449 form so that they may be placed in the file of 
record. 

In light of the fact that the Applicant has filed a considerable number of 
applications that often incorporate the same items of prior art, and is anticipated to file 
additional applications in the future, it is suggested that a Cummins-Allen prior art 
catalog be generated. Such a catalog could be stored at the PTO, use an alphanumeric 
identification code similar to that of a standard PTO-1449 form and could be 
supplemented by the Applicant as needed. Furthermore, the Applicant could direct any 
Examiner to particular items of said catalog on a case-by-case basis. For example, a 
standard PTO-1449 form could be submitted with a particular application and identify

each item of prior art by both standard indicia and by the Cummins-Allison catalog cross 
reference number. 

The establishment and maintenance of such a catalog would help to ensure that 
all items that the Applicant wishes to be considered are located and considered. It 
would also relieve the Applicant of the burden of submitting redundant prior art items in 
the future. The Applicant is invited to contact the Examiner of record to discuss details 
of establishing such a prior art catalog. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 164-31 1 are allowed. The Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 
of the claims is included in Office action dated 19 March 2002 (Paper Number 19).
